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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's amendment filed November 8, 2005, and the have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The claim rejections have been withdrawn. However, the arguments are moot 
in view of a new ground of rejection. A non-final office action follows as below. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because it appears that the cross section view, identified 
as "5-5" should be changed to - 6-6 Note that figure 6 shows a cross section view of Fig. 2. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet 
should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should 
not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must 
be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be 
renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the 
drawings for consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the 
renumbering of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant 
will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign 
country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of 
application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims 1-6,8-23, and 25-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Norman (4,374,439). 

Norman (4,374,439) discloses an apparatus and method for gripping an object 
comprising an adjustable arm wrap (22) having an interior and exterior surfaces (see 
Figs. 1 and 2), a fastener (12-14) attached to an edge of the arm wrap, a holder (18-20) 
attached to the arm wrap to secure the palm region, and a pad (58) removably 
positioned in the interior surface (Col. 4, lines 26-40). Norman (4,374,439) shows a 
hook and loop having three straps (12,13,14) and hook portions (18,19,20). 

5. Claims 1-6,8-23, and 25-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Smith (3,369,258). 

Smith (3,369,258) discloses an apparatus and method comprising an adjustable arm 
wrap (Fig. 1) having an interior and exterior surfaces, a fastener (46,38) attached to an 
edge of the arm wrap and a holder (40,48) attached to the arm wrap to secure the palm 
region, and a pad (36) substantially removably positioned in the pocket (30) and being 
attached to interior surface. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-6,8-23, and 25-30 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Applicant's election with traverse of group I, in the reply filed on November 8, 2005, is 
acknowledged. The arguments are found persuasive and the restriction requirement is 
withdrawn.
